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Report  of  the  Chairman 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
T^ew  Tor\  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

I  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Babies'  Wards  from  January  1, 
1926,  to  January  1,  1927. 

During  the  year  1926  there  were  1,557  admissions  to  the  Wards 
and  ?2  cases  were  carried  over  from  the  preceding  year.  In  serving 
these  two  groups  1,>,454  days  of  hospital  care  were  given. 

We  desire  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  medical  staff 
for  their  unremitting  interest  and  service,  to  the  nurses  for  their 
efficient  and  kindly  care  and  to  our  members  and  friends  for  their 
generosity.  It  is  to  the  united  efforts  of  these  several  groups  that 
we  owe  our  ability  to  aid  the  suffering  children  who  are  brought  to 
the  Wards. 

Blood  transfusions  are  employed  with  increasing  frequency  and 
success  and  signify  the  importance  of  maintaining  a  fund  to  assure 
its  use  for  patients  of  the  very  poor.  As  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
Supervising  Physician,  the  Alpine  Lamp  has  entirely  justified  its 
purchase  and  we  anticipate  with  interest  the  installing  of  Vitaglass 
in  the  solarium  where  the  conditions  are  most  favorable  for  its  dem' 
onstration,  and  we  confidently  hope  that  what  is  accomplished  in  the 
Babies'  Wards  may  prove  of  value  to  other  institutions. 

A  new  Admitting  Room  is  one  of  the  great  needs.  Those  who 
know  the  Babies'  Wards  and  the  spirit  which  pervades  them  realize 
that  nowhere  can  a  child  have  better  care,  but  the  parents  and  some' 
times  the  children  themselves  are  influenced  unhappily  by  the  cramped, 
rather  dismal  environment  of  the  present  Admitting  Room  and  that 
in  turn  may  mean  an  unnecessary  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  a  mother 
to  consign  her  sick  child  to  the  care  of  the  hospital  and  an  added 
problem  for  the  nurses  in  helping  the  patient  adjust  to  the  new 
surroundings  and  demands  for  courage  and  obedience.  Could  a  few 
understanding  friends  through  their  generosity  make  a  new  room  for 
admitting  possible  they  would  help  to  initiate  the  children  much 
more  comfortably  into  their  hospital  experience. 

There  is  always  a  day  of  reckoning  where  floors  are  in  constant 
use,  and  it  has  come  for  the  Wards.  The  results  with  different  floor- 
ings in  other  institutions  have  been  carefully  checked  up  and  the 
Executive  Committee  is  ready  to  contract  for  the  work  but  a  larger 
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surplus  in  the  treasury  is  needed  before  accepting  any  estimate. 
Money  is  also  required  for  repainting  and  a  much  more  general  re- 
newal ot  worn  equipment  than  has  been  undertaken  in  several  years. 
We  earnestly  hope  that  many  friends  will  come  to  our  assistance. 

Dr.  Dennett  in  his  valuable  general  report  and  Dr.  Meyer  in  his 
discussion  of  the  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  assistance  attainable 
through  the  Department  of  Roentgenology  make  an  interesting  con- 
tribution to  this  year's  report. 

The  Chairmen  of  the  several  committees  are  unanimous  in  report- 
ing continued  interest  and  progress.  The  following  extracts  from 
their  reports  indicate  the  activities  and  needs: 

The  'hlnrsing  Committee,  Mrs.  Roger  H.  Dennett,  Chairman. 

The  Wards  have  been  well  filled  and  Miss  Williams  has  had  her 
quota  of  nurses,  affiliated  as  well  as  hospital.  The  nurses  have  been 
kept  busy  and  have  given  the  children  excellent  care. 

The  Supervisor  of  ?iurses,  Miss  Agnes  M.  B.  Williams. 

The  year  1926  has  been  a  busy  one  with  a  large  propoition  of 
acute  cases.  More  than  seventy-five  patients  have  been  given  blood 
transfusions,  which  doubles  the  number  of  last  year.  It  is  increas- 
ingly used  in  the  anaemias  and  pneumonia.  Changes  have  been 
made  in  the  distribution  of  different  types  of  cases  among  the  Wards. 
New  equipment  has  been  added  and  the  clothing  and  linen  shelves 
are  kept  replenished. 

The  House  Committee,  Mrs.  Charles  S.  McVeigh,  Chairman. 

There  have  been  few  changes  during  the  past  year.  Storm  win- 
dows have  been  added,  also  a  new  closet  and  a  new  sink.  A  Thanks- 
giving party  was  given  with  donations  from  the  Committee,  and  a 
most  lovely  Christmas  party  was  provided  by  Mrs.  Brady.  We  are 
exceedingly  grateful  to  those  who  have  sent  us  plants  and  flowers,  as 
well  as  toys,  and  more  are  always  welcome. 

The  Soaal  Service  Committee,  Miss  Maud  Bryan  Foote,  Chairman. 

Formerly  only  "Free  Cases"  were  visited.  Since  October  a  visit 
has  been  made  to  each  home,  if "  geographically  accessible,  after  the 
admission  of  the  patient  and  another  following  discharge — 681  home 
visits  having  been  made.    The  Emergency  Fund  has  been  discon- 
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tinued  and  cases  in  financial  need  are  referred  to  a  charitable  or- 
ganization. 

The  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Auchincloss, 
Chairman. 

We  received  550  garments  from  the  Needlework  Guild  and  an 
extra  100  which  was  given  our  social  service  worker  for  use  in  the 
dispensary  among  the  Babies'  Wards  patients.  Garments  were  made 
from  our  own  material  by  the  Guild  of  All  Souls  Church  and  the 
Friends'  Employment  Society,  for  which  we  are  grateful.  We  also 
purchased  fifteen  dozen  night  gowns  and  other  miscellaneous  articles. 

The  Babies'  Wards  Guild,  Mas.  Roger  H.  Dennett,  Chairman. 

The  Guild  has  held  monthly  meetings  from  October  to  May  and 
has  kept  the  linen  closet  well  supplied.  In  October  a  bridge  party 
was  given.   In  that  way  we  secured  $200.00  for  the  support  of  a  bed. 

The  hardest  day  in  the  year  for  the  children  is  Christmas,  when 
they  think  only  of  home  and  the  merry-making  of  those  they  love, 
but  their  tears  are  turned  to  laughter  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs. 
Brady,  the  Chairman  of  the  Junior  Committee,  who  sees  that  they 
have  a  wonderful  party  and  large  tree  in  the  Zaidie  Ward,  and  in 
every  other  ward  there  is  a  small  tree  which  is  lighted  and  gives 
pleasure  to  those  who  cannot  be  moved  into  the  large  ward.  No  one 
who  has  had  a  share  in  that  happy  hour  at  the  Babies"  Wards  will 
soon  forget  it. 

Whatever  one  actually  sees  becomes  more  real,  more  interesting 
and  more  readily  enlists  one  s  sympathies.  Will  not  many  who  read 
this  report  visit  the  Wards.  There  is  always  a  friendly  welcome  and 
we  hope  that  any  one  going  over  the  Wards  will  wish  to  participate 
more  fully  in  the  privilege  of  supporting  the  work.  As  has  been 
observed,  there  is  imperative  need  of  replenishment  and  improvement 
and  any  aid  will  be  received  with  the  utmost  appreciation.  To  all 
who  have  helped  us  in  the  past,  those  within  and  those  without  the 
hospital  walls,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

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Report  of  the  Supervising  Physician 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxihary  Committee  of  the 
J^ew  Tor\  Post-Gradnate  Hospital: 

During  the  winter  months  the  Wards  have  heen  filled  to  capacity 
most  of  the  time,  chiefly  with  children  who  were  seriously  ill.  The 
tendency  is  more  and  more  toward  admitting  small  babies  under  a 
year  for  as  short  a  period  as  possible,  since  such  babies  thrive  better 
under  a  mother's  care  at  home,  except  through  a  very  acute  stage  of 
any  illness  and  except  where  the  home  conditions  are  impossible 
through  ignorance,  poverty,  or  poor  hygienic  conditions.  The  Henry 
Street  Settlement  and  the  vast  improvement  in  dispensary  conditions 
make  it  possible  to  treat  small  babies  in  this  way,  and  the  high  mor- 
tality  for  infants  in  most  institutions  throughout  the  country  has 
brought  us  to  this  viewpoint.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having 
only  a  moderate  amount  of  contagion,  which  has  been  readily  con- 
trolled. This  indicates  the  wisdom  of  having  a  paid  physician  who 
scrutinizes  every  baby  before  it  is  admitted. 

The  installation  of  a  lamp  for  ultra-violet  ray  treatments  has 
proven  very  beneficial.  Formerly  these  treatments  were  given  in 
another  part  of  the  hospital,  but  with  our  own  lamp,  which  has  been 
provided  by  the  Ladies'  Board,  they  are  much  more  successful.  The 
doctors  have  ordered  such  treatments  more  commonly  and  closer 
supervision  is  possible.  At  the  present  time  we  are  having  built  on 
our  play  roof  a  solarium  of  Vitaglass,  which  is  said  to  be  permeable 
to  the  violet  rays.  Just  now  it  is  experimental  and  no  scientific  tests 
have  been  reported  in  this  country  about  the  efficacy  of  such  treat- 
ment. We  expect  to  be  able  to  put  these  babies  out  stripped  in  the 
direct  sunlight  during  the  cold  weather  since  the  solarium  is  to  be 
heated.  If  this  experiment  is  successful  and  we  can  establish  the  true 
value  of  this  glass,  it  will  be  a  scientific  contribution  as  well  as  being 
helpful  to  our  own  babies. 

Some  members  of  your  Board  of  Managers  have  asked  me  to 
include  in  this  report  some  interesting  cases.  It  is  obviously  impos- 
sible to  relate  many  of  the  instances  where  the  Babies'  Wards  have 
been  peculiarly  beneficial.  One  group  of  cases  stands  out  over  all 
others,  and  those  are  the  severe  anaemias,  the  so-called  malignant 
anaemias,  which  formerly  proved  invariably  fatal.  Two  fairly  recent 
discoveries  have  made  it  possible  to  cure  these  babies  who  heretofore 
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died.  The  first  is  the  splendid  technique  used  in  transfusions;  the 
second,  removal  of  the  spleen.    To  cite  a  case: 

A  girl  six  years  of  age  had  been  gradually  growing  pale  for  two 
months.  Recently  the  pallor  and  weakness  rapidly  increased  until 
she  had  no  color  to  her  flesh  or  lips  and  she  fainted  away  a  dozen 
times  a  day.  She  was  brought  into  the  Babies'  Wards  and  found 
to  have  a  haemoglobin  of  1^  per  cent,  about  as  low  as  is  compatible 
with  life,  and  her  red  cells  were  under  a  million,  a  low  count  seldom 
seen.  She  was  transfused  three  times  at  intervals  of  three  or  four 
days  before  she  was  in  good  enough  condition  to  operate  upon,  then 
the  spleen  was  removed  and  after  six  weeks  and  a  rather  stormy 
convalescence  where  splendid  nursing  and  the  most  careful  medical 
care  turned  the  tide,  she  went  home  with  rosy  cheeks  and  bright-red 
lips — one  of  the  miracles  of  modern  medicine. 

The  medical  and  surgical  staff  of  the  Babies'  Wards  wish  to 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Ladies" 
Auxiliary  and  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  they 
are  doing.

Report  of  the  Director 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
J^ew  Tor}{  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

A  considerable  amount  of  the  work  in  the  X-ray  department  from 
a  diagnostic  as  well  as  a  therapeutic  standpoint  is  devoted  to  the 
Pediatric  department  and  the  Babies'  Wards. 

Our  diagnostic  work  begins  even  before  the  infant  is  born,  hence 
a  differential  diagnosis  between  pregnancy  and  abdominal  tumors 
may  depend  upon  the  Roentgen  findings. 

At  birth  injuries  occasionally  occur  in  which  the  x-ray  interpreta- 
tion IS  necessary  to  determine  the  character  and  seat  of  the  lesion. 
In  the  early  moments  of  life,  the  discovery  of  a  congenital  defect  may 
mean  life  or  death  to  the  infant.  Early  will  also  appear  evidence  of 
inherited  disease  due  to  transgressions  of  the  parents.  A  little  later 
occur  the  diseases  due  to  faulty  nutrition,  each  with  more  or  less 
characteristic  osseous  changes  quite  easily  determined  by  means  of 
Roentgen  examination. 

The  clinician  fully  appreciates  the  value  of  this  method  of  ex- 
amination in  intra-thoracic  or  pulmonary  lesions  in  differentiating  the 
various  types  of  pneumonias  and  tuberculosis,  as  well  as  cardiac  and 
pleural  involvements.  The  use  of  contrast  meals  also  permits  the 
determination  of  congenital  pyloric  stenosis  and  other  gastro-intes- 
tinal  diseases.  The  findings  suggest  the  proper  therapeutic  procedure 
to  be  employed. 

The  faculty  of  young  children  to  sample  or  taste  anything  and 
everything  results  in  the  inhalation  or  swallowing  of  numerous 
strange  objects.  A  good  part  of  our  work  consists  in  locating  these 
foreign  bodies  and  our  files  contain  hundreds  of  exposures  illustrating 
this  infantile  tendency.  Anything  from  food  particles  to  wire  nails, 
including  coins,  jacks  and  stick  pins  are  among  the  objects  found 
either  in  the  lungs  or  gastro-intestinal  tract.  These  cases  are  always 
more  or  less  serious  and  at  times  difficult  to  remove,  though  occa- 
sionally an  amusing  incident  occurs,  such  as  a  youngster  recently 
admitted,  who  had  swallowed  a  toy  taxicab;  this  miniature  auto  had 
a  rather  exciting  tour  through  the  gastro-intestinal  route,  doing  sev- 
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eral  loops  and  turn-overs  before  its  recovery,  after  an  otherwise 
harmless  trip. 

Another  important  branch  of  our  work  is  the  appHcation  of  the 
Roentgen  rays  for  therapeutic  purposes.  It  is  fortunately  true  that 
these  rays  have  a  profound  effect  upon  lymphoid  structure  and  cer- 
tain  forms  of  embryonal  tissue,  thus  many  types  of  neoplasms  and 
lymphopathies  arc  amenable  to  Roentgen  therapy.  In  infancy  and 
early  childhood  abnormal  thymic  enlargement  is  not  at  all  infre- 
quent and  we  are  convinced  that  by  proper  x-ray  treatment  an 
annoying  if  not  serious  symptom  complex  can  be  relieved,  beside 
aiding  in  the  development  and  growth  of  these  young  children,  if 
not  actually  saving  many  of  their  lives.
